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PLAN NEW SAFETY MEASURES 
Is a driver’s license law embody ing an in­ 
telligence 
test as well as a phy sical 
test and 
ability to pass a driving examination, a desir­ 
able law is the question that was before the Di­ 
rectors of the Hoosier State Automobile Associa­ 
tion at the annual meeting in Indianapolis this 
week. 
Also is there some way of establishing a 
legal requirement for at least some financial 
responsibility without having compulsory auto­ 
mobile insurance. 
, 
These two subjects for several y ears have 
been discussed by the Motor Clubs both in Indi­ 
ana and nationally by the management of the 
American Automobile Association. 
A committee of the Directors of the Hoosier 
State Automobile Association is now assembling 
data and working on these two propositions and 
if the directors and the membership decide in 
favor of such legislation, bills will be prepared 
ready for introduction at the next session of the 
Indiana legislature. 
During the past y ear the Association 
has 
been making its major activity that of accident 
prevention work, principally with the schools 
throughout the State, and these two matters of 
^legislation are along the same line of thought 
of preventing accidents and saving human life. 


FRANKIE YALE AND DR. NOGUCHI 
Frankie Yale, murdered 
gang leader, 
was 
buried in Brookly n the other day with a $ 50,000 
funeral. Money was spent lavishly to give this 
precious plug-ugly an imposing send-off; ob­ 
viously the various illicit pursuits of Yale and his 
henchmen were highly lucrative. 
A day or so after this great funeral there was 
an oddly -contrasting little item in the papers — 
a dispatch from New York revealing that Dr. 
Hidey o Noguchi, the Japanese scientist who lost 
his life in Africa a few weeks ago fighting y ellow 
fever, had left an estate of just $ 12,000.

Dr. Noguchi was one of this century ’s great­ 
est benefactors. 
He gave his life in an effort to 
free a continent from a deadly scourge. 
Few 
men in modern times have served the 
world 
much better. 
Yet the bad man, who prey ed on society , died 
rich; and the scientist died poor, in comparison. 
One of the so-called “intellectual” writers the 
other day , discussing Bernard Shaw’s proposal to 
equalize incomes, declared with great heat that 
it is a silly idea. 
In the long run, he said, so­ 
ciety pay s every man exactly what that man is 
worth to society . 
To support his argument he 
pointed out that Shaw himself gets a very large 
income, for the simple reason that Shaw is a 
very talented writer and as such is worth much 
to society . 
# 
The twin incidents of Frankie Yale’s funeral 
and Dr. Noguchi’s estate show the falsity of that 
writer’s claim. 
Society does not alway s pay ev­ 
ery man exactly what he is worth. 
Far from it. 
If it did Frankie Yale would have died in debt 
and Dr. Noguchi would have been many time a 
millonaire. 
That, of course, is not to say that Shaw’s 
equality -of-income idea is the solution. 
Inded, 
it will take many y ears of thought and discus­ 
sion to find out just what the soluti 
9 n is. 
But 
the whole thing is a sy mptom; a sy mptom of 
something radically 
wrong with our 
present 
makeup. 
It is about time wc started a serious 
effort to find out what it is.

CARRANZA—THE EFFECT 
I 
(Frankfort Times) 
New York 
saw its greatest 
military demonstration in y ears 
the other day . 
Soldiers of the regular arm /' 
and national guard 
paraded 
down the streets, 
following 
a 
casket draped with flags. Army 
airplanes circled overhead. 
All 
the pomp and circumstance that 
modern military 
science can 
muster were in evidenec. 
The United States government 
was sending the body of Cap­ 
tain Emilio Carranza back to his 
home in Mexico. A black-haired 
stripling of an alien race, killed 
when a storm dashed his plane 
to earth in New Jersey , was 
getting an armed tribute such 
as this, country had not seen in 
y ears. 
Captain Carranza was 
Mex­ 
ico’s foremost fly er. He came to 
the United States on a 
-good 
wiff" flight, seeking to do for his 
country what Lindbergh had 
done for ours. The project cost 
him his life; but the tragedy of 
its end caused it to succeed bet­ 
ter, perhaps, than it would hu e 
if he had lived. 
For it is one of the hard facts 
et thi? world tha t a ma n often 


can best gain his end by losing 
his life. This is particularly true 
when a man puts off his own 
individuality and becomes, 
for 
the moment, a sy mbol of some 
intangible value. And that is 
precisely what Captain C arran­ 
za was required to do. 
•The people who thronged New 
York’s streets to watch 
the 
ceremonies and lift their hats 
as the casket went by on its 
rumbling caisson did not stand 
there primarily to say goodby e 
to a likable y oung man. The 
whole process was a sort of ri­ 
tual, made 
impressive by the 
fact of Carranza’s death. 
To be sure, it Is easy to say 
that most of the

witnessed the procession 
were 
drawn to the curbs simply

The medical 
profession, 
in 
Rush county anti-dates that of 
the legal. Dr. William B. Laugh- 
lin was the first phy sician 
to 
locate in Rush county and was 
more closely connected with its 
early life and organization, than 
any other 
one man. Born in 
Pennsy lvania, he secured a ¿ooci 
education, both general and pro­ 
fessional and in 1812 he went to 
Kentucky , 
where 
he 
taught 
school. In 1816 he came to Ind­ 
iana and located 
in 
Franklin 
county , 
and 
in 
1820 came to 
Rush county and until his death, 
Jan. 1, 1836, took a leaders’ part 
in civic affairs. 
His education 
was so diversified, he was fitted 
to act as survey or, doctor and in 
-udicial affairs. He survey ed the 
land, laid out the county 
seat 
and all the while practiced med­ 
icine. 
In his school day s, 
Dr. 
Benjamin Rush of Philadelphia, 
had been one of his favorite in­ 
structors, and in 
his honor, 
Laughlin, by his influence, had 
the ‘new county designated 
in 
the 
legislative 
act, 
called 
-Rush” and, for like reason, the 
town was named “Rushville.” He 
fostered, by every means in his 
power, the advancement of the 
cause of education and 
public 
welfare. 
The second doctor to locate in 
Rushville was Dr. Horatio G. 
Sexton, who came here in 1823. 
He was y oung, 
energetic 
and 
ambitious and though devotedly 
attached to his profession, found 
time to assist in every 
uplift 
movement and when the legis­ 
lature divided the 
state 
into 
medical districts he was one of 
the first to assist in organizing 
the Fifth Medical District, which 
lasted for y ears and was follow­ 
ed by the Rush Medical Society . 
In 
those roadless, 
bridgeless 
day s, doctors would ride horse­ 
back through the wilderness, fol­ 
lowing trails and bridle paths, to 
attend a medical meeting at In ­ 
dianapolis, 
Brookville, 
Law- 
re pc e burg a n d „ other 
distant 
points. 
Dr. William Frame was the 
third 
phy sician 
to locate 
in 
Rushville. 
He was 
a cautious, 
prudent and skilful practitioner, 
who merited and enjoy ed 
the 
confidence of the community 
and ably assisted to uphold the 
dignity and honor of the 
pro­ 
fession. 
Dr. W. H. 
Martin, 
a 
later arrival, lent his ability and 
efforts to further 
the medical 
cause and lessen the sufferings 
of the afflicted. Still later came 
Dr. Jefferson Helm, who had 
practiced at Fay etteville, Glen- 
wood and Marcellus. I find no 
data as to the first medical or­ 
ganization in Rush county , and 
while her 
first 
medical 
men 
were ardent, supporters of such 
institutions 
and had for y ears 
belonged to and attended 
dis­ 
trict societies, no exclusive Rush 
county organization existed, un­ 
til 1846: Before this date, Rush 
county was connected with Un­ 
ion, Way ne, Fay ette, 
Franklin 
and Dearborn forming tjie Fifth 
District which dated from 1828 
and held meetings, twice a y ear, 
alternately at Richmond, Con- 
nersuille, 
Liberty , 
Brookville, 
Lawrenceburg 
and 
Rushville, 
and r od e . horseback in making 
fch : trips. 
Last night’s issue of the Re­ 
publican (12th) asks “who wants 
to go backward to old tim es?” 
Ask the doctors, Mr. Editor, how

G. Sexton, William Frame, M at­ 
thew Smith, Jefferson Helm, Ben 
Duncan and William 
Bracken. 
Upon the death of this organi­ 
zation, an organization was ef­ 
fected, under a special charter 
of the legislature, with 
powers 
to examine and license 
appli­ 
cants for practice, and this was 
called the “Indiana Medical In­ 
stitute.” 
This organization was 
short lived and expired in 1845. 
In 1846 the first Medical So­ 
ciety , organized on county line 
jurisdiction, was 
formed and 
called the "Rush County Medi­ 
cal Society .” Among the leading 
members and organizers, we find 
Drs. H. G. Sexton, W. H. Martin, 
William Frame, William Brack­ 
en, John Howland, 
Jefferson 
Helm and among its y ounger 
members are Drs. J. W. Green, 
Marshall Sexton, E. T. Bussell 
and Nathan Tompkins, just en­ 
tering 
professional 
life. 
Dr. 
Howland was elected 
president 
and Dr. Marshall Sexton, secre­ 
tary . They adopted the Code of 
Ethics as published by the Am­ 
erican Medical Association. The 
code was published in pamphlet 
form 
and 
distributed 
among 
phy sicians and the people gen­ 
erally . The, first “Board of Cen­ 
sors” was velry liberal in its no­ 
tions of qua lifica tions a nd 
too 
ea sy in a dmitting a lmost ev ery 


one apply ing 
and 
many who 
lacked the proper standard in 
medicine, were admitted 
with 
the result that the society died 
in 1850 of its own liberality . 
In 1857 the following 
phy si­ 
cians of Rush county met at the 
court house and organized the 
-Rush County Medical Society ,” 
Drs. H. G. 
Sexton, 
William 
Bracken, John Moffett, A. 
C. 
Dillon, James W. Green, 
John 
Arnold, John J. Milon, 
Alvin 
Curley , J. H. Spurrier, 
R. 
D. 
Mauzy , James Tompson and W. 
A. Pugh. Dr. Sexton was chosen 
president—a position he 
held 
until his death in 1865. Dr. Mof­ 
fett was chosen recording secre­ 
tary , which position he 
held 
until 1874. For a period of more 
than three y ears the 
Society 
piospered in the highest degree. 
The secretary kept a voluminous 
sy nopsis of the proceedings, pa­ 
pers and debates, constituting a 
large volume. In an evil hour, 
fire visited Rushville, and 
Dr. 
Moffett’s office was on the lost 
list and with it, all his books, 
instruments, medicines, and re­ 
cords, 
were 
destroy ed 
and 
among other thngs, the records 
of the medical society . At the 
(December 1861 meeting the sec­ 
retary officially reported the loss. 
At this meeting Dr. Pugh offered 
a resolution asking “An entirely 
new organization, in v/hich none 
shall be members, who do not 
enter it in the regular constitu­ 
tional way .” Adopted and 
the 
name “Rush Medical 
Society ” 
substituted. This continued unta 
1876, when the 
State Medical 
Society made radical changes in 
its organic union. 
After much hesitation, the lo­ 
cal society , agreed to the chang­ 
es made, and agreed to become 
auxiliary to the State 
Meoicai 
Society , and changed its by -laws 
and constitution to agree there­ 
with. The constitution provided 
that every member do literary 
work assigned them, in 
the 
course of the y ear, either verbal 
o T Writtreh . T he officers T under 
this change were president, vice- 
president, recording secretary , 
corresponding secretary , 
trea­ 
surer, board of censors and libra­ 
rian. Also chairman of the dif­ 
ferent sections of medical sub­ 
jects, were chosen, who were to 
make reports on those subjects. 
This society 
was wonderfully 
successful in securing, reguxality 
in practice, freedom from pro­ 
fessional bickerings and 
jeal­ 
ousies, at times and places, then 
so common among medical prac­ 
titioners. In fact its 
influence 
extended to citizens and other 
professions and served to ele­ 
vate the medical profession, to 
the high plane it now enjoy s. 
The change in practice, is one 
in which chemistry has play ed 
the principle part. Science and 
discovery have done their part, 
and the end is not y et. The day s 
cf “Blue-mas” 
and 
quinine, 
blood letting and galvanic bat­ 
teries, are gone, but for some 
reason people still die. In 
the 
old day s, we had two 
weekly 
newspapers of general 
circula­ 
tion in this county —the Enquir­ 
er and Gazette—both of Cincin­ 
nati—and y ou could tell a doc­ 
tor’s politics by the paper 
he 
carried. Why did he carry a pa­ 
per? Well he had to have a pa­ 
per to make up his powders, for 
in that age, we had no 
such 
things as capsules, tablets nor 
prepared doses of medicine. Cas­ 
tor oil and vermifuge were dosed 
out by m other in the tabiespoon 
and those spoons varied so in 
size y ou alway s got full meas­ 
ure. One of the pleasures of life 
came from a visit to the dentist. 
The blood curdling shrieks ema­ 
nating from a dentist’s office to­ 
day would cause a riot call to be 
sounded. Swelled jaws were pre­ 
ferred, but today dental work is 
a science 
practically 
painless 
and surgery has lost its terrors, 
both at home and 
particularly 
on the battle field, where lives 
are saved, that y ears ago were 
doomed to die with awful suffer­ 
ing. Rush County may well feel 
proud of her medical staff and 
should not hesitate to 
furnish 
them the means of caring for 
our suffering sick and afflicted. 
We talk ourselves hoarse away 
from home, about our superior­ 
ity in every way and especially 
about our hog production, but 
for Heaven’s sake, let us not ap­ 
propriate one of the hog’s bad 
qualities when it comes to voting 
for a long-needed hospital.

Money was spent lavishly to give "this 
precious plug-ugly an imposing send-off; ob- 
viously the various illicit pursuits of Yale and his 
henchmen were highly lucrative. 


A day or so after this great funeral there was 


an oddly-contrasting little item in the papers — 
a dispatch from New York revealing that Dr. 
Hideyo Noguchi, the Japanese scientist who lost 
his life in Africa a few weeks ago fighting yellow 
fever, had left an estate of just $12,000. On this 


Dr. Noguchi was one of this century's great- 


est benefactors. He gave his life in an effort to 
free a continent from a deadly scourge. Pew 
men in modern times1 have served the world 
much better. 


Yet the bad man, who preyed on society, died 


rich; and the scientist died poor, in comparison 


One of the so-called "intellectual" writers the

In the long run, he said, so- 
ciety pays every man exactly what that man is 
worth to society. To support his argument he 
pointed out that Shaw himself gets a very large 
income, for the simple reason that Shaw is a 
very talented writer and as such is worth much 
to society.

and Dr. Noguchi's estate show the falsity of that 
writer's claim. Society does not always pay ev- 
ery man exactly what he is worth. Far from it. 
If it did Frankie Yale would have died in debt 
and Dr. Noguchi would have been many time a 
millonaira 


That, of course, is not to say that Shaw's 


equality-of-income idea is the solution. Inded, 
it will take many years of thought and discus- 
sion to find out just what the soluti9n is. 
But 


the whole thing is a symptom; a symptom of 
something radically wrong .with our present 
makeup. It is about time we started a serious 
effort to find out what it is.

The medical : profession, 
in 


Rush county, anti-dates that of> 
the legal, Dr; William; a Laugh- 
lin was the first physician to 
locate; in Rush county and was 
more closely connected with its 
early life and organization,, than 
any. other 
one man. Born in 


Pennsylvania, he. secured a gpoo. 
education, both general and pro- 
fessional and in 1812 he went to 
Kentucky, where 
he taught 


school. In 1816 he came to Ind- 
iana and located in Franklin 
county, and in 1820 came to 
Rush cqunty and until his death, 
Jan. 1, 1836, took a. leaders' part 
in civic affairs. His education 
was. so diversified, he, was fitted 
to act. as surveyor, doctor and in 
judicial affairs. He surveyed the 
land, laid, out the county seat 
and all the while practiced med- 
.icine. ^ In his school days, Dr. 
Benjamin Rush of Philadelphia; 
had been one of, his favorite in- 
structor* and in his honor, 
•Laughlin, by his influence, "had 
the 'new1, county designated in 
the 
legislative 
act, 
called 


••Rush" and, for like reason, the 
town was named "Rushvilie." He 
fostered, by. every means in his 
power, the advancement of the 
cause of education and public 
welfare. 
., 
: The second doctor tq,locajte in 
RushviHe was Dr. "Horatio ; G. 
Sexton, who came here in 1823. 
He was young, energetic 
and 


ambitious and though devotedly 
attached to his profession, found 
time to assist in every uplift 
movement and when the legis- 
lature , divided the state into 
medical districts he was, one of 
the first to assist in organizing 
the Fifth Medical .District, which 
lasted for years and was follow- 
ed .-by the Rush Medical Society.

days, doctors would ride horse- 
back through the wilderness/ fol- 
lowing trails and bridle paths, to

birth. 


The theory is^et forth that "de- 
' fective vision often affects the 
general health of the 
child," 


and influences habits that make 
him lean forward, or assume a 
stooping posture which tends-to 
cramp his chest and prevents 
the proper expansion of 
the 


lungs. These habits may predis- 
pose to tuberculosis. / 


Reddened or inflamed eye lids, 


or the appearance of a slight 
amount -of matter on the edge 


of the lidgs, and the corner of 
the eye, are danger symptoms, 
which should b6. responded to by. 
a prompt visit to a physician. 
Proper corrected lenses usually 
relieve the troubles. 


The Public Health Service say.? 


that adults should have their 
eyes examined once at least ev- 
ery two years. There should be 
no,neglect or delay in securing 
glasses with the right kind of 
lenses at any time when the eyes 
indicate that Nature is calling 
for help. The Health 
officials 


speak of the necessity of having 
eye glasses that remain firmly 
in place, in some of their litera- 
ture,

The shell rim glasses that are 


worn by the majority of the peo- 
ple answer this purpose a* they 
stay where they are put and are j 
less liable to break while at the 
same time their broad surfaces 
protect the lenses. 


The Public Health Service says

eye specialists are dependable in 
measuring the vision. The com- 
plaint of many people that when 
they begin to wear glasses they
